Inventions of a Half Century, 


The number of inventions that have been 

past fifty yoars is unpre 
liistory of the world. In 
ventions of benefit tothe human race have 


made during the 
cedented in the 


been mace in all ages since man wns creat 
od; but looking back for lialf a hundred 
years, how many more are ¢ rowed into the 
paat fifty than into any other fifty since re- 
corded history ! The perfection of the loco- 
motive, and the now world trayersing 
steamship, the telegraph, the telephone, tha 
the sewing-machine, the photo- 
printing, the 
elevator for 


audiphone, 
graph, chromo lithographic 
cylinder printing press, tlie 
hotela.and other many-astoyied buildings, 
the cotton gin and spinning jenny, the 
reaper nud mower, tho steam threshor, the 
stouin fire engine, the improved process 
for making steel, the application of chlovo- 
form and ether to dostroy sonsibility in 
painful surgery casos, and so-on through a 
long “catalogue, Norare we yet donoip 
the field of invention and discovery, Tho 
application of coal gas and petroleum to 
heating and cooking operations is only 
trembling onthe verge of successftt) ox- 
periment, the introduction of steam from 
a great central reservoir to general uso 
for heating and cooking is foreshadowed 
as among the coming events; the artificial 
production of butter has already created a 
consternation anong dairymen, the naviga- 
tion of the air by some device ukin to our 
present balloon would also seem to be pre- 
figured, and the propulsion of  niachinery 
by vlectricity is even now clearly indicated 
by the march of experiment, There are 
some problems wo have hitherto deemed 
impossible, but are the mysteries of even 
the most iinprobable of them nifore subtle 
to grasp than that of the ocean cable and 
that of tha photograph or telephone? We 
talk by cable with an ocean rolling between; 
we speak in our yoices to friends a hundred 
miles or more from where we urtieulate be- 
fore the microphone, Under the blazing 
sun of July we produce ice by chemical 
means, rivalling the most solid and ecrystal- 
line production of nature, Our surgeons 
graft the skin from one person’s arm tothe 
face of another,and it adheres and becomes 
@ integral portion of the body. . We send 
a nile of white printing paper and wind it 
on a spool that w perfecting printing press 
unwitds and prints, and delivers to you, 
folded and counted, many thousands per 
hour, Of a verity this is the age of inven- 
tion, nor has the world-reached:a stopping 
place yet. 


Hunting the Buffalo. 


In going down the Yellowstone, in Mon- 
tana, and across the vast region lying be- 
tween Glendive and Mandan, one 1s struck 
with the evident scarcity of game. This fa- 
mous region, where two or three years ago 
herds of buffalo, antelope and deer were to 
be seen on every side, 18 now to all appear- 
ances stripped of its game. The fact is, 
the slaughter of buffalo and deer hag been 
immense for the past tivo years, and partic- 
ularly of the former, It is estimated that 
during the past wintgr there have been a 
thousand hunters engaged in the business 
of slaughtering buffilo along the line of the 
Northern Pacific between Mandan and Liv- 
ingston. An eagle-eyed hunter gave me 
the following interesting details as to the 
modus operandi in slaughtering herds of 
buffalo: In the first place, the experienced 
hunter uses the Sharp rifle. With this he 
can kill at 1,000 yards. When he sees a 
herd of buffalo he usually slips up to within 
convenient range, from 300 to 600 yards, 
and always selects a cow for his first vic, 
tim. He does this for the reason that the 
cow is followed by both her yearling and 
tivo-year-old calves, and they will usually 
stand by her to the last, But under no 
circumstances will the experienced hunter 
kill his buffalo outright, If he does, the 
herd will stampede at once. The policy is 
to wound fatally, but so that the animal 
will dash around in a circle before falling. 
This it always does when mortally w: ounded, 
and after a few moments lies down, 

The remainder of the herd are not alarm- 
ed of this, but cohtinue to graze, or look 
on amazed spectators of the tragedy being 
énacted, After his first shot the hunter 


piuses until quiet is restored, and again | veloped which is so varied in its operations, that 


fires at another cow, with similar results. 
He. always aims to put his ball just behind 
the fore shoulder, which will cause death 
in five minutes at furthest. When 
cows have all been slain he then turns his 
attention to the calyes, and Jastly to the 
bulls. The experienced hunter generally 
bags the entire herd unless he is so un- 
fortunate as to drop his game immediate- 
ly, when all the survivorsstampede at once. 
The buffalo does not seare at the crack of 
agun, He hag decidedly mote courage 
than cliscretion. It is only when the crack | 
is followed by an immediate fall that he | 
realizes its deadly nature and takes alarm. 
The policy of killing the cows first and then 
tho calves has resulted in the almost utter 
extinction of the female buffalo. 
melancholy bullé can still oceasionally be 
seen, sometimes in bands of twenty or 
thirty, and often without a single cow,

At Jonkoping is the oldest and groatest 
mateh factory in the world. 
lished one Jiundred years ago. There are 
shown specimonk of the matches in use 
when the nineteenth contuy y beyan. They 
are big fagots of wood, with a handloand n 
tip to ‘dipan the sulphur tub, They are tho 
piant ancestors of the delicate little slivers 


It was ustab- 


used to-day. Millions of the latter are 
turned outin® day. There was a time when 
they didnot make million of the big 
matches in a year, 

Tho wood t4 taken from the ne ighboring 
forests. Toy parcel the forests out in fifty 
sections, Eve sry yoar they cut one of the 
sections, and then replant ib with young 
trees, The great forests at Smaland sup ply 
the factory at Jonkoping. The trees aro 
hewn into planks A tho f forest and are cut 
into slivers at the factory, The *y use the 
outside rinds of the trees for boxes for the 
machines, 

Transportation is cheap and rapid in Swe- 
den. You can go to any of the shipping 
ports in five days @t the furthest. ‘The traf- 
tic is mostly by canal, The factories are on 
tho banks of the lakes, and wide canals 
reach from lake to lake. 

The President of the Jonkoping factory, 
Mr. B. Hay, reports that last year they 
paid 50° per centedividend, In the five 
preceding years they averaged 45 per cent. 
They hope to pay 76 per cent. this year,

A Novel Clock. : 

A gentleman in Brussels claims to have 
contrived a perpetual clock. It was start- 
ed in the latter city about one year ago, 
and up toa recent date is said to have 
been running perfectly, An up draught 
is obtained in a tube or shaft by exposing 
ittothe sun. This draught turns a fan, 
Which winds up the weight of the clock 
until it reaches the top, “when it actuates a 
break that stops the fan, but leaves it freo 
to start again after the weight has gone 
down a little, and thus the power is stored 
for keey ping the clock in motion.

Improved Projectile. 

Krupp, the noted gun maker 
has just taken out a patent on a_flat- 
headed artillery projectile. The pointed 
projectiles, as is well known, are apt to 
deflect when striking iron plates or water 
at certain angles.

‘*Mr. Whittier has never married, and 
with the single exception of the exquisite 
lines entitled ‘Benedicite,’ he has given 
the public no clue to the romance of his 
youth. His sister Elizabeth, sympathizing 
with him completely, and of « rave poetic 
nature and fastidious taste, and of delicate 
dark-eyed beauty, was long-a companion 
that inust have made the want of anyother 
less keenly felt than by lonely men in gen- 
eral. The bond between the sister and 
brother was more perfect than any of which 
we have known, except that between Chas. 
and Mary Lamb, and in this instance the 
conditions were of perfect moral and inen- 
tal health. ‘To the prediousness of the re- 
lationship the pages of the poet bear con- 
stant) witness, and Amesbury village’ is full 
of traditions of their affection, and of the 
vontle loveliness and brilliant wit of Eliza- 
beth, whom the people admired and rever- 
epced almost as much as they do the poct 
himself. For his old neighbors have the 
closest affection for Mr, Whittier ; except 
yery occasionally, what was his thought has 
been theirs; and now that he is not with 
them daily they miss him sadly, and among 
those who miss him most and make the most 
complaint about it are the children on the 
street.

THE HUMBER HORROR. 
Graphic Account of the Disaster, 
SCENES AND INCIDENTS, 


(From the Mai!.) 


Not since the terriblo KomokKa accident 
or that. at London a couple of summers ago 
has theligtsy been shocked by such a 
torrible™ disaster” as “Occurred ‘yesterday 
morning on the Gréat Western division of 
the Grand Trunk Railway about half-way 
between the Bolt Works and the Parkdale 
crossing. The suburban train, with about 
sixty workinen. on their way to the Bolt 
Works, was run into by a freight train 
from the west, and every man and boy in 
the first car either killed or wounded, 
There were fiye, including the foreman of 
the factory, in the second car, and these 
wero fortunate enough to escape almost 
uninjured. The suburban train consisted 
of the dummy ongine and two cara, while 
the freight was inade up of the engine, 
tendor, a baggage car and caboose. The 
conductor of the freight was on his way 
from Point Edward, and at Hamilton re- 
ceived orders to proceed on his own time 
to the Queen’s wharf, giving'right) of way 
te all regular trains. He looked at his 
time card and started, expecting to meet 
Nos. land 15 at the Queen's wharf, but 
forgetting altogether that No. 13, or the 
suburban, was on the list of ‘‘regulars,” 
The engineer, too, had never been over 
this part of the road before, having been 
transferred from the main line to the 
Western division, At Mimico the engineer 
of the freight found the line clear and went 
thunderiny past, the train gaining velocity 
every instant, as it was on the down grade, 
The sceno of the accident is a curve on the 
south side of High Park, and at one end 
of it isa cluinp of trees which obstructs 
the view of an engineer coming around the 
curve. Not until the trains were within a 
hundred yards or 80 of each other did the 
engineers see the impending disaster, and 
both whistled ‘down brakes.” Then they 

sprang fer. their lives and escaped. The 
fireman of the suburban escaped, but the 
fireman of the freight stuck to his engine 
and was killed instantaneously. There 
was a terrific snow storm driving down the 
track, and this prevented the engineers 
from hearing anything of what was com- 
ing. Barely had the men above mention- 
ed sprung from their respective © trains 
when the crash came, The heavy freight 
locomotive,’ backed by a tender fully 
laden with coal and water, together with 
the caboose and baggage car, dash- 
ed up against the ._ comparatively 
light dummy. ‘The boiler of the latter was 
carried completely off its wheels and fol- 
lowed by the freight locomotive, smashed 
into the first passenger coach. So great was 
the velocity and consequent momentum of 
the ponderous freight engine thatit mount- 
od the trucks of the smaller engine, and 
running clean overthem followed the boiler 
into the car. Strange’ to say the sides of 
the latter were almost intact. It was one 
of the inost'complete telescope accidents 
ever known. The wheels did not even 
leave the track and the rails were in no 
wise injured, As the boiler dashed through 
the front of the car it carried its furnace 
with it, and ina few minutes the wood- 
work was in flames, and ‘the poor unfor- 
tunates roasting alive. Bolts and rods,not 
of iron alone, but wrought steel were bent 
and twisted like hairpins, The roof was 
splintered into kindling wood, and there 
Was not a piece of it six inches square but 
was Split or crashed. Johu Corrigan, who 
was sitting on thefront of the car, was 
knocked through the roof, and although 
his body is filled with splinters, he is the 
only one not scalded or burnt, and will 
likely recover, 

STATEMENT BY AN EYE-WITNESS. 


A farmer named James Hopewell, who 
was onhis waytothe city,ds so far as 
known tlie only one who actually witnessed 
the collision. He was driving a teain of 
colts, and seeing the suburban train ad- 
vancing he wrapped the lines about his 
hands s0 as to have full control of his team. 
Just then the engineer whistled and he 
noticed ainan jump from’ the dimmy 
engine. He knew nothing of the train 
thundering down froin the west untik the 
two engines met in the deadly crash. Mr. 
Hopewell in describing the. collision toa 
reporter of the Mail said: ‘tI had my 
whole attention directed.to the suburban 
train, as ny team was not to be depended 
on to stand the cars, When the engineer of 
the train going west whistled theytrembled 
with fright and then mado a plunge, but I 
had a firm grasp of the lines and controlled 
thom. Perhaps it was three or four seconds 
after I heard the whistle that I the 
freight train rush past anda hundred yards 
ahead dash into the suburban. It was aw- 
ful. As soon asthe shock brought both 
trains to a standstill every sound was hush- 
ed by that of the escaping steam, which 
shrouded everything ina cloud of «white 
and drifted before the storm eastward along 
the track. I left my horses with my boy 
and ran across to the scene of the accident, 
but before I got there one of the cars was 
on fire. As 1 crossed on t6 the track I saw 
aman running down from the west and 
anothor stepping out of the rear car of the 
workinen’s train. Another followed, and 
these were the only living beings T saw. 
Shortly afterwards several persons arrived 
from the Humber, and I was told to go on 
to Parkdale and send out assistance. Some- 
one had got there before me, however, as I 
niet a rig going wost ata gallop with three 
moon in ita short distance west of Park- 
dalo.”

A HORRIBLE &#IGIT. 


As soon as the poople at the Humbor 
heard of the accident they linstoned to off- 
or overy assistanceintheir power, Amongat 
the first to arrive were Messrs, Hicks, Duck 
Mel ntyre, Simpson, and Donovan The 
latter was at the Bolt Works at the time, 
and one of the very first to reach the wreck, 
In a very few minutes dozens’ of willing 
hands were working to extricate the poor 
unfortunates from their horrible position, 
A string of men were stretched across from 
| the track to tho lake, and those passed 
| hundreds of buckets of water to quench 
1 the flames. These had been started by the 

furnace of the dummy engine, which, seat 

tering the coals. in every direction, was 
roasting the flesh of those pinioned beneath 
the burning 1 toll

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wodged beneath the pondorous trucks and 
boilers and cylindors unable to extricate 
thomsolyes, and worse still, they could uot 
bo “ot out without gotting jacks and such 
otherappliancos, Thoir hoartrending groans 
and shrioks gradually grew less aud leas 
as doath or unconsciousness released 
thom from their sufferings. Some prayed, 
others, crazed with pain, shricked out for 
mothers ov brothers, while mora hogged 
those around to pour water on their burn- 
ing limbs. One poor fellow who was wedrred 
in between two dead bodies, with the eylin- 
der of the dummy burning through his 
logs, after asking a man to chop his loys off 
to get him out, reachod across to his chum, 
who was lying under the boiler, and said, 
**Shake hands, good bye, old boy, I'm y“o- 
ing.’” A boy who was lying under one of 
tho trucks, aftor being lifted out turned to 
Dr, Riddall and said, “I feel Um going, 
loctor ; tell poor mother not to cry, I’m 
not suffering,” Poor, brave heart, he died 
with his mother’s name upon his tongue 
and a smile upon his lips. The stench of 
burning human flesh was sometimes so ter- 
rible that those who were working on the 
wreck could scarcely stand it. Men were 
lying there with every faculty of their 
minds unclouded, and while the flesh on 
arms or legs was slowly roasting away, di- 
rected the wrecking party how to proceed 
to relieve them, All were scalded more o 
less by the escaping steam and hot water 
which was poured upon them. As the poor 
fellows were released and Jaid on the snow- 
bank to await transport to the hospital, 
they talked’ on what thoy thought most im- 
portant. One whose foot had been burnt 
off knelt down and offered up a prayer for 
his poor wife and little ones ; another gave 
directions as to his address, and “how to 
break the sad news to his family—alas, in 
less than half an hour both were dead: Drs. 
Lynd, Riddall. and Rowe were on the scene 
in less than half an hour after the accident, 
and did everything in their power for the 
relief of the SEEPS The Grand Trunk, 
however, took considerably over an hour 
after the collision before they despatched a 
train with the necessary apparatus to clear 
the wreck or assist the wounded ; they sent 
a car to carry the latter to tlie hospital, but 
the wrecking train from Hamilton is said 
to have reached the scene as soon as the 
one from Toronto.

UNDER THE BOILER. 
Death in many cases mst have been 
instantaneous ; while of others the suffer- 
ings were terrible to contemplate. One man 
begged of Michael Lavelle, a conductor who 
had come down as a passenger onthe freight 
train, to pull him out of the debris which 
lay around him, and from which he could 
not extricate himself. The poor fellew did 
not appear badly hurt, but Lavelle got him 
on his back and carried him to the rear 
freight car, his burden speaking even heart- 
ily to him the while. Then he looked down 
and said, with a cry of horrér, 

‘* OH GOD, MY LEGS ARE OFF |’ 

And so it-was, The poor fellow’s legs were 
barnt toa cinder, and he had_ been ignor- 
ant of the extent of his injuries until that 
moment, 

One little boy, fatally injured, turned 
round to Dr, Riddall, who was attending to 
him, and gasped out, ‘Oh Doctor! In 
done for, Wish mother good-bye for me.” 
One poor fellow stood with his hands before 
hit eyes, and implored a bystander to lead 
him to a place of safety. He had lost his 
sight in the fire resulting from the collision. 
He was led to a safe spot, and then knelt 
down upon the snow and burst into tears. 
The groans and cries of the wounded and 
the dying, the shouts of the men clearing 
away the debris, the hissing of the water 
that was being poured upon the yet un- 
quenched fire, the roaring of the great lake, 
whose furious waves were lashing the shore 
only afew yards from the railway track, 
the range of snow-clad hills the other side 
of the Ime, the thick blinding sleet that 
was falling and being caught up from the 
earth and whirled in the air, all tended to 
make up a scene indescribably terriblo, and 
to mark the day as one never to be forgot- 
ten by the spectators.

New Marine Law. 


Thenew Act,respecting the oxamiuing and 
qualifying of masters and inates of vossels, 
has gone into force. Its provisions we sum- 
marise, believing that thoy will be interest- 
ing to a large number. 

From this date forward no vessel over 
100 tons burden will be permitted to clear 
without carrying a certified master, and if 
over 200 tons and carrying 40 passengers 
she must haye a certified mate also, This 
law will not affect those who were in com- 
mand-or acting prior to Ja. T,as in their 
case a.certified certificate of service from 
their employers will entitle them to one 
from their examiners providing they can 
pass the color test. 

Certificates once granted can be cancelled 
for unseamanlike conduct, drunkenness, 
afloat or ashore, while in charge of a ves- 
sel, and other misdemeanors that nay be 
brought before the notice of a Collector.of 
Customs or the Minister of Marine. A fee 
of $8 will be charged candidates for oxami- 
nation, and $4 those showing certificates of 
service as master, while mates will be charg- 
ed $4 and $2 respectively.

If Christ be God, then those 
Whe reject the idea are blasphemers, To this 
Christological question I devote myself . this 
morning, and pray God that we may think 
aright aud do aright in regard to a question in 
which mistake is infinite. I suppose that the 
majority of those here to-day assembled believe 
the Bible. It requires as much faith to be an 
infidel as to be a Christiaus’ Tt ia faith in a 
different direction. The Christian has faith in 
the teachings of Matthew, Lake, Jolio, Paul, 
Isniah, Moses, The infidel bay faith in the 
frotthinkers.. We have faith in one class of 
men. They have faith iv another class of men, 
Sutas tho majority of those, perhaps all of 
thos here assembled are willing to ‘tuko’ the 
Bible for a standard in inorals and. in faith, I 
make this book ny starting point I suppose 
you are aware that the two great generals who 
have marshalled the preat arihies against the 
deity of Jesus Christ are Strauss and Renan. 
The niimber of their slain will not be counted 
until the trumpet of the archangel sounds the 
roll-call of the resurrection. ‘These men and 
their sympathizers saw thatif they could take 
the fortress Of the miracles they could destroy 
Christianity, and they were right, Surrender 
the miracles and you burrender Christianity, 
Tho great Gerinan oxigeto saya that all the 
iniracles were myths."

and he slyly intimates that dishonorable women 
had damaged His soul. Anything but believe 
that Christ is God, Now you believe the Bible 
istrue. Ifyou donot you could hardly have 
appeared in this ¢ hurech, You would have gone 
over and joined the Broadway Infidel Club, or 
you would go to Boston and kiss the foot of the 
statute of Thomax Paine. You would hardly 
come into this church where the most of us are 
the deluded souls who believe in a whole Bible 
and take it all down as easily as you would awal- 
low a ripe strawberry. I have shown you what 
inspired men éaid of Christ. J have shown you 
what Christ said of Hitnself ; now, if you believe 


the Bible let us go out and see His wonderful 
achiovermmeuts—magical, alimentary, marine, 
mortuary.

The False Prophet. 


An Interview With El Mahdi, 


An Austrian missionary, Father Dichtl, 
who only left Khartoum last April, gives 
the following description’ of the Mahdi, 
which will be found to contain a number of 
interesting particulars hieherte” anktiown 

Mohamed Ahmed, who was born at 
Dovgolah, is about 40 years of age,tall,and 
of coppery red complexion. For a“ long 
time he worked with hig two brothers in 
the neighborhood of Khartoum at building 
boats for thé Nile, but got tired or his trade 
and aspired to become a Fakir, which is 
about the same thing as a priest. He ap- 
plied to the Sheikh of the island of Tuti, 
situated close to Khartoum, a little to the 
north of the junction of the White sind 
Blue Niles, After a few years’ study with 
the Sheikh, he succeeded in taking [the 
order of Fakir. He then sought to becowhe 
a Sheikh, and was again successfil. Thence- 
forth he had but one objectin view namely 

to assume the character of a proplet.He 
retired to the island of Abba, ear Kana, 
on the White River, about 21 hours by 
steamer from Khartoum,and, taking up his 
abode in a dry cistern, he Jed the life of a 
Sheikh in the strictest sense of the . word, 
He remained therefor six years, only leay- 
ing his retreat on Fridays to go to the mos- 
que, Mis reputation for piety spread in courge 
of time throughout the country, and when, 
subsequently, he came to be regarded as a 
saint, he expounded his mission toa numer- 
ous assembly of Moslems at Kana. He told 
them that the Archangel Gabriel had twice 
commanded him to unsheath the sword of 
faith,in order to reform'the bad Mosleins 
and to found a Mussulman ‘Empire, which 
would be followed by universal peace. He 
held his mission from the Prophet,and would 
achieve what Mohamed had been unable to 
do, He therefore urged them to follow him; 
he was the Mahdi,and he would lead them to 
the kingdom founded by Allah for true 
believers. Abd cl Kader, the ex-Gover- 
nor-Gerieral ef the Soudan, a man of 
high probity and ability, endéavored by 


theological argument to convince the peo-

THIRTY OF THE INMATES BURNED TO DEATH 


LOSS $160,000, 


Bevieyinne, OL, Janod.—St: Joseph's Roman 
Catholic convent was burned to the ground about 
midnight. | Five nuns jumped from a fifth story 
window, One, Mary Campbell, ix dead, and 
others are likely to die, 

There were sixty pupils, all girls from 10 years 
to an adult age. After the fire started an at- 
tempt was made by the sisters to extinguish it. 
Failing, efforts were wade to remoye the pupils. 
The flames spread so rapidly that.no order could 
be preserved. A panic seized both the children 
and the sisters, who made a wild confused rush 
toescape., Forty or more pupils are now known 
to have got out, but several in their fright jump- 
ed from the windows and were vither killed or 
badly mjured. Miss Mary Campbell, teacher, 
leaped from the third'story and died in a few 
minutes.” Another climbed’to the roof of the 
portico and either fell or was blown off and fatal- 
ly injored. 

The fire department was of little avail against 
the flames andinanhour the entire building 
Was a mass of ruins, It is reported the fire start- 
ed from afurnace in the basement. The flaines 
spread upward, cutting off most of the exits. 

When the ruins were sufficiently cooled a 
volunteer corps went to work to bring out the 
bodies,’ At times the searchera’ fotind two or 
three charred masses huddled close together 
seemingly seeking protection in one another from 
the advancing flames. Two bodies were found 
in the rear part of the building burnt into an un- 
recognizable mass, but the majority were found 
beneath where the dormitory was situated, The 
total known deaths are twentysteven; twenty of 
whom were pupils and fiyé Sisters.

Without ‘‘elbow-grease” there 
are no clean dishes, no neat floors, no light 
bread or cake, no good butter. It is not 
always haste that turns out poorly-washed 
dishes. Some of the''slackest”’dishwashers 
ever known have been the -slowest. It is 
the lack of nervous energy, of interest, of 
‘“ambition."" Away with these lazy, inert 
drones in the hive. Let us have clean 
dishes, or none at all.

inerchandise subject to ad valorem duties 
consigned by foreign manufacturers to the 
agonts in the United States. The Consul 
at Bergen, Switzerland, says it is admitted 
there that half of the profit derived from 
the export of silk to the United States is 
drawn froin wndervaluation. The Consul 
at Basle, Switzerland, says the aggregato 
undervaluation on exports of aniline dyes 
will reach an enormous figure : velvets, 
plush, ribbons, ete., are also greatly under- 
valued. The Consul at Zurich employed 
an expert, who found constant under 
valuation in the prices, Almost all the 
numufacturers of silk goods at Crefeldt 
atate that they have been for years en- 
abled to export goods to the United States 
in imuiense quantities without revealing 
to the Customs authorities the, actual 
market prices. The Consul at St. Gall, 
having employed an expert to examine 
embroideries, his action caused a commo- 
tion among manufacturers, and all kinds 


of threats were nade against the Consul 
and the United States Government. ‘The 


Consul at Liverpool reports that 
PXTENSIVE FRAUDS 

are being practiced upon the United States 
Governnient by under-valuation of exports 
of wool. Tho Consul-General at London 
says manufacturers of pickles, chow chow, 
etc., are systematically undervaluing their 
invoices. The Consul at Bradford states 
that the disclosure of the fact that he had 
reported undervalued invoices makes him 
unpopular andampairs his usefulness. The 
report shows that these practices have been 
carried on in nearly all the manufacturing 
districts of Europe. Filigree work report- 
ed from Italy, woollen cloaks from Berlin, 
kid gloves from Brussels, sealskins from 
London, silks from Lyons, are all under> 
valued. The consuls find it dificult to ob- 
tain information regarding the value of 
earthenware and china wares, of iron, steel 
and other metals exported tu the United 
States, and there is no doubt fictitious val- 
ues are placed upon them, The report gives 
the nomes of many firms in Europe and that 


country implicated in these frauds. 
’ 


IN CANADA, 


There is some reason for believing that 
this state of thinys is not confined to the 
United States. The several cases of at- 
tempts to defraud the revenue discovered 
during the last few years ainong ourselves 
would seem to indicate that gaps have been 
found in the much lower Canadian fence, 
and tliose who should have some knowledge 
of the matter are of opinion that for every 
case of smuggling detected, there are at 
least ten that escape. The difficulty injzet- 
ling absolute str deters the officers froin 
seizing goods whicli they may he reasonably 
satisfied enter the country without paying 
duty, and reports of the result of their zeal 
are not often received at deputy headquar-_ 
ters with that degree of encouragement 
which, in the interest of the great majority 
of honest importers, they might be supposed 
.o deserve. ) A jewellery firny forexample, 
which is known to do a buginess Of say $60,- 
000 @ year, and for upw ards of a decade has 
scarcely paid « dollar into the treasury, may 
surely be an object of suspicion ; neverthe- 
less? it is only when there is sufficient evi- 
dence towarrantan arrestof the go-betweon 
of the palace cay or dteabiship that there is 
any chance of obtaining proof, and even 
this depends largely upon the mettle of the 
carriet, who is but very rarely trappéd into 
a disclosure of even one of the concerns for 
which heoperates.

This} 
trade has existed for some time, but it is } 
ouly within the last three to five yegrs that | 
it las attained any proportion. It will be 
readily perceived that the position of these 
American houses—generally of Asiatic 
proclivities—in being exporters and impor 
ters of the same yoods,—yives thom extra 
ordinary facilities in arranging prices and 
surinounting any difficulties in the way of 
The tariff, while pro 
tecting homme industry, tends also, by tho 
ad volgem rates, to promote importation 
direet from the places of production. The 
difficulty in the way of getting prices cur 
rent regularly from the place of production 
was doubtless fully considered when the 
tariff was frained. Many of our readers 
will yemember that this was recommended 
in the Journal of Commerce at the time. 
The American consuls pay patriotic atten- 
tion to the matter ; our only meana would 
be the British consuls, who could  searcely 
feel much interest in helping to maintain a 
tari which is so largely prohibitory in 
English products. The feeling in our 
country towns and villages against any leyal 
provisions for the discharge of 

INSOLTENT DEBTORS, 
which must explain the preference of whole- 
sale dealers for a ‘separate bill,’ arises chiefly 
from the facilities it offers for fraudulent 
settlements, and supposed subsequent un- 
fair competition. The trader who snig- 
gles his goods wholly or in part, is propor- 
tionately an unfair competitor with this dif- 
ference, that the one fraud is public and 
may be dealt with and borne with for the 
short time during which the supposed ad- 
vantage existe, while the otheris secret and 
defies detection. It becomes,therefore,the 
duty of every honest trader, wholesale and 
retail, every manufacturer, every man who 
pays taxes to thie Governinent—as who does 
not }—to promote the efforts of the Depart- 
ment and its officers in stamping out smug- 
gling, and the entry of goods at reiluced 
values) -The man who defrauds the Goy- 
ernment by an evasion of duties not only 
beconie¢s an unfair competitor in business, 
but 


custoins inquiries, 


ROBS EVERY TAX-PAYER 
in the community. The disposition ‘of the 
Government is invariably towards the mer- 
cifitl side in cases ot detection; nearly every 
seizure made is disputed by the importer, 
but there are yery few exceptions to the 
rule that the officers have proved their 
case ; indeed it is rarely except in cases of 
thé most flagrant violations of the provi- 
visions of the tariff! that any attempt is 
made to seize, 

Tn the course of this article we have not 
lost sight Of some unreasonable interpreta- 
tations of cortaii ‘provisions of the tariff, 
most of which have been already adjusted 
to the satisfaction of ithe dry goods, lard- 
ware and other departments of trade.

directi6n, and an assurance of fair play to 
honest importers as well as to Canadian 
jnanufacturers and mechanics that they

Cold Snaps. 


Some Extraordinary Freezing Spells of past 
Times. 


It is a bit of coincidence, says the Cleve- 
land Herald, that the which 
Napoleon's soldiers gazed seventy years 
ago, when they were making their dreadful 
march froin Moscow, which resulted in the 
death from cold and exposure of 400,000 
men, should be accompanied on its reap: 
pearance with a bitter cold spell of weather. 
When it swept out of sight the world wit- 
nessed an unusually severe winter, Tho 
incident, as well as the present cold snap, 
recalls other severe winters. Jn October, 
753, and February, 704,the denizens of the 
cities of mosques and minarets were aston- 
ished by a cold spell of weather, and the 
two seas of Constantinople were frozen 
over for twenty days. In 1063 the Thames 
was frozen over for fourteen 
1407 the cold was so intense in England 
that all the’siall birds perished, and in 
1433 the large fowl of the air were driven 
by the terrible cold and 
cities of Germany. 

In 1468 the winter was so 
Flanders that the wine distributed was cut 
with hatchets. 

The year 1658 was noted for cold 
weather in England. Thousands of forest 
and shade trees were split by frost, birds 
and stock perished, a line of stages ran on 
the Thames for several weeks, and shops 
were built on the ice in the middle of the 
Thames, 

In 1691 the wolves were driven by the 
cold into Vienna, where they attacked 
men and cattle onthe streets,

The report of the Minister of Education 
for 1883 contains very full statistical tables 
relating to the Public, Separate and High 
Schools of the Province, large 
amount of miscellaneous information, and 
of reports on schools and mechanics’ insti- 
tutes.

The whole of aday Was spent recently 
at Bridgeport, Conn., by five men in trim- 
ming the feet of two elephants, ‘The ope- 
ration is performed, the New Haven J. gis- 
ter says, once on the road, once inthe fall, 
and again in the spring. The sole of an 
elephant’s foot is covered with a thick, 
horny substance, which as it grows thicker, 
tends to contract and crack, often laming 
the anjmal, At the time of trimming thé 
elephant stands on three legs and places the 
foot to be operated upon across a large tub.

A calilcean Village. 


Jews Who Huve Never Been Dispersed. 
In one of the most remote and secluded 
valleys in the mountains of northern Gali- 
lee, says a correspondent of the New York 
Sw, les a village, the small population of 
Which possesses an interest altagether 
unique. As Tlooked down upon it from the 
precipitous and dangerous path by. means 
of which T was skirting the flank of the 
mountain, I thought I had rarely seen a 
spot of such ideal beauty, It was an oasis 
—not exactly ina desert, for the rocky 
niowntain ranges were covered with wild 
herbage—but in a savage wilderness of de- 
gelation, in the midst of which the village 
nestled in a forest of orange, almond, fig 
and pomegranate trees, the tiny rills of 
water by which they were irrigated glisten- 
ing like silver threads in the sunlight, and 
the yellow crops beyond contrasting with 
the dull green of the hill verdure, long 
deprived of water, and the gray rocks 
which reared their craggy pinnacles above 
it. The name of this village was Bukeia. 
T had heard yaguely of the existence of « 
spot in Galilee where « community of Jews 
lived who claiined to be the descendants of 
families who had tilled the luid in this 
same locality prior to the destruction of 
Jerusalem and the subsequent dispersion 
of the race ; and as it had never been sus- 
pected that any remnant of the nation had 
clung to the soil of their fathers from time 
immemorial, and as it is certain that this 
is the only remnant that has, T took some 
trouble to ascertain the name of the vil- 
lage,and felt that it was worth a pilgrimage 
to visit it. Although hitherto unknown to 
Europeans and tourists, it has been for 
many years a spot much frequented by the 
Jews of Safed and ‘Tiberias, and this sum- 
mer, especially, when the cholera panic 
prevailed in the country, there was a per 
fect rush of the wealthicr Jews and rabbis 
of these tawns to its pure air and bracing 
climate.

The Work of Two Years. 


The cireular issued by President Steph- 
ens, of the Canadian Pacific, givesin small 
compass the record of great achievements 
in railway construction in a single year. On 
the section of the line north of Lake 
Superior 167 miles of track have been laid, 
and 54 miles more will be added ina fow 
days. On the western division 377 miles 
of rail were laid, even to the summit of the 
Rocky Mountains. The entire construction 
of the Company in 1883 was 693 miles, of 
which 5653 was on the main line, and 140 
on the branches.

Orrawa, Jan, 13-—Apropos of Sir John 
Macdonald's birthday, « fow facta of inter- 
est may be given. The Premier has been 
in Parliament continuously for thirty-nine 
years last November, having been first 
olected) in Novembor, 1844. During 
twenty-three years arid five months ho has 
been in the Government of the country, 
For thirty-four years he has represented 
the samo constituency, 

SIR LEONARD TILLEY’S CAREER, 

Sir’ Loonard Tilley comes next in point 
of early entrance into Parliament, having 
been first elected in 1854—for the consti- 
tuency he now represents, He has been 
continuously in Parliament during that 
time, with the oxception of the period 
from November, 1873, to October, 1878. 
Out of an active parliamentary career of 
twenty-four years, he has had tho singular 
good fortune of haying been in the Goy- 
ernment of the country nearly twenty- 
three years. 

THE MINISTER OF RALLWAYS, 

Sir Charles Tupper is the third oldest 
parliamentarian im the Government in 
point of entrance mto Parliament, being a 
year younger than Sir Leonard, haying 
entered in 1855, He has had the remark- 
able good fortune of haying been the rep- 
resentative of his native county for nearly 
twenty-nine years, having been elected 
twelve times. His service as a represent- 
ative comes next to Sir John’s in length, 
but he has beer a member of the Cabinet 
only sixteen years in all. 

A FRUITFUL YEAR. 

The year 1857 brought Sir Hector Lan- 
gevin, Hon. J. H. Pope, and Hon. John 
Carling into parliamentary life. Mr. Pope 
having sat continuously for Compton, has 
the next longest parliamentary reeord to 
Sir Charles. He has only known one 
defeat, that in the general election of 1854. 
Mr. Carling and Sir Hector lost their count 
during the period between 1874 and 1878, 
the former for over four years, the latter 
for two years. Sir Hector has been over 
fifteen years a Minister of the Crown. 

THE NEXT IN PRIORITY, 

Next come Sir Alexander Campbell and 
Hons A. W. McLolan, both sith ancunin- 
terrupted parliamentary retord from 1858, 
and the first named with a record as mem- 
ber of the Government since 1864, with the 
exception of the Mackenzie -period, mak- 
ing in all about fourteen years as a Cabinet 
Minister. Hon. Mr. Costigan comes next, 
having been elected in 1861. He is followed 
by Hon. Mr. Macpherson, 1864; by Hon. 
Mr. Bowell, 1867 ; by Hon, Mr, Chapleau, 
who entered parliamentary life in the Que- 
bec Legislature in 1867, and by Hon. Mr. 
Caron, 1873, who is the young man of the 
Cabinet, being in the 41st year of his age, 
and having a parliamentary record of eleven 
years,

In 1831, whon the population of London 
wis little more than a million and a half, 
there were $1,353 apprehensions for drunk- 
enness and disorderly conduct. In 1882, 
with a population which had increased to 
4,900,952, the apprehensions had fallen to 
26,206. 

The total value of diamonds found in 
Griqualand Wost during the last 11 years 
amounts to over £26,000,000 sterling. At 
present the yield of diamonds from the 
mines averages £3,250,000 sterling per 
annum, and no diminution whatever is re- 
ported in the yield of the mines. 

In 1882 there were in the United King- 
dom 18,457 miles of Railway, the construc- 
tion of which has cost close upon £768,- 
000,000 sterling, or £41,605 per mile. The 
total receipts amounted to £69,377,000, the 
total expenditure to £36,170,000. Every 
train-mile run earns for the railway com- 
pany on an average, 5s. 2d., at an expense 
of 2s. 8hd., making a net profit of 2s, 54d. 
per train-mile, by which the railways were 
enabled to pay on an aygrage a dividend 
of 4.75 per cent. in 1882, as against 4,66 in 
1881. 

Statistics lately issued by the Dutch 
Government show that an area of at least 
ninety-two thousand acres has been recoy- 
ered from the sea during the last three 
centuries, From 1840 to 1852, the Lake 
of Haarlem was dried up, and soon the 
Zuyder Zee, formed in 1282 by an inunda- 
tion, will be transformed into five hundred 
thousand acres of excellent land. The 
most fertile farms in the valleys of the 
Rhine, the Meuse and the Scheldt have 
been reclaimed, drained, rendered healthy 
by canalization, and protected by dikes 
against the sea. Upon these farms graze 
innumerable herds of fine cattle. In 1860, 
Holland contained 1,220,000 cows and 
oxen, and has now 1,479,000. The pro- 
duction of cheese is estimated.as worth 
three million dollars. Of . the total area, 
one-quarter is tinder cultivation.

The Montreal Witness is a strong friend, 
politically speaking, of the Ontario Goy- 
ernment; but the shameful proceedings of 
Mr. Mowat and his colleagues in connection 
with their use of the appointment of the 
Peterborough Registrarship as a political 
bait, has disgusted our contemporary, and 
it thus denounces the machinations of Mr. 
Mowat and the mombers of his Govern- 


ment : ‘ 
A political storm of no ordinary severity ap- 
pears to be gathering in the county of Paterbo- 
rough, and it is one which, if we do not mistake 
the present political situation of Ontario, may 
extend over the whole Province, and aos 
result in wrecking & government which has hith- 
erto been strong use it ensured an able, hon- 
est and economical administration of the affairs 
of the Province. For a long time the Conserva 
tive party leaders wore able, by some means, to 
we the united support of the Orangemen and 
Roman Catholics of Ontario. Of course there 
were Inembers of both bodies who were Liberals, 
but the majority of both voted Conservative, 
Recently, however, the Ontario Government, 
which is liberal, has succeeded in securing 
the almost avowed support of the Roman 
Catholic church. Just how this yh 
has been effected it is not easy to say. It 
is probably owing to the fact that an extremely 
able Trish Roman Catholic Liberal has come to 
the front in Ontario, and the concessions to Ro- 
man Catholic ideas which have undoubtedly fol- 
lowed may be the result of his commanding pre- 
sence in the Cabinet rather than mere bids for 
Rotman Catholic votes. These concessions, how- 
ever, and the evident influence which Archbis- 
hop Lynch of Toronto has upon all public mat- 
ters in which Roman Catholics are especially 
interested, especially educatiohal matters, is 
creating some feeling of distrust, if not alann, 
among Protestant Liberals. One or two great 
questions which it was supposed had been long 
settled are being revived with a view to a more 
favorable settlement in the interests of Roman 
Catholics. One of these is the school question. 
Roman Catholics are attempting to have their 
denominational schools placed upon the same 
footing as the purely secular schools of the Pro- 
vince. _ Protestant Liberals will never consent to 
this. In the meantime the fight is breaking out 
in localities over other questions. In the county 
of Peterboro’ it is being waged over the question 
of the appointment of a registrar. Orangemen 
and Roman Catholics of the most pronounced 
opinions dwell together, we were going to say 
in this county, but that would not convey a 
correct idea, for they live in communities 
which each tries to keep as clear of the 
other as possible. One township will be almost 
purely Protestant and Orange, while the adjoin. 
ing one will contain only Roman Catholics. It 
is not wonderful that the struggle should begin 
in such a county. The eastern constituency is 
represented in the Local Legislature by a Liber- 
al Orangeman who is also liberal in his general 
ideas, for he has ventured on ore or two occa- 
sions to oppose the opinions of his brother 
Orangemen, and to vote in accordance with his 
opinion, which he has justified by sound argu- 
ments from his seat. It is stated that this Gov- 
ernment supporter has nominated two men for 
the yacant position of Registrar, and that neith- 
er have been accepted by the Government. This 
hesitation is said to be awing to the fact that the 
Roman Catholic influence of the County is being 
brought to bear in favor of a» Roman Catholic. 
Ecclesiastics haye nominated, it is reported, a 
man in opposition to the nomination of the 
member, whose only fitness is that he is a Roman 
Catholic. If this is the true state of affairs, and 
there is reason to believe it is, then the utmost 
resistance should be offered tothe proposed 
appointment, If the appointment is made it ix 
quite certain that the storm will break, and that 
it will be confined to the limits of a county where 
there is, in view of the condition of the political 
atmosphere, much reason to doubt. 


Some of the statements contained in the 
Witness’ article may be exaggerated, but 
the facts are, in the main, in accordance 
with our contemporary’s allegations. The 
policy of the Grit party has been, ever 
since its organization, to stop at nothing 
jn order to secure place or to maintain 
themselves in office. Hence we have seen 
them at times “riding the Protestant 
horse," and abusing the Roman Catholics 
as everything that was vile. Again, they 
have allied themselyes with the Roman 
Catholics and denounced Orangemen and 
their leaders in the strongest possible 
manner. They haye set race against race, 
creed against creed, and have never hesi- 
tated to appeal to local or class prejudice, 
whilst bribery, corruption and intimida- 
tion have been their ordinary resort. In 
fact, their party leaders and party press 
have held and continually acted upon the 
declaration that “the end justifies the 
means.” 

So stern a rebuke from so warm and in- 
fluential a supporter as is the Montreal 
Witness ought to cause a modification in, 
if not a reversal of, their policy ; but it is 
not at all probable that this result will be 
attained. Corruption and intrigue are the 
weapons to which the Grit party have 
been accustomed, and by these means 
they have maintained their organization. 
Therefore their tactics will not undergo 
any radical change. But, as the Witness 
says, the sooner the storm breaks the better 
for the people,

Since the raising of the blockade, large quanti 

tios have been arriving from the Medicine Hat 
mine, the present receipts being about six cars 
daily. The coal is now bejng used most exten- 
sively by private parties in the city and it is 
with difticulty that the ten teams at present de- 
liveaing can keep apace of the orders, Over 2,000 
tons have already been disposed of in Winnipeg 
alone during the present winter. 


St. Patrick's Day Celebration. 


To the Editor of the Intelligencer. 

Sin,—Mr. W. N. Ponton and another Irish- 
man have replied to my letter anent Mr. Ragan's 
lecture on St. Patrick’s Day, The other Irish- 
man is no Irishman at all, else he would have 
had thé courage to sign his name to his letter. 
Not having done so, of course it cannot be 
noticed, except as it may be necessary to prove

the sake of a few paltry dollars, to prey upon 
the love and memories of a too generous people. 

In my previous letter I charged the Directors 
of thé Opera House with what TI called unjust 
interference with our celebration. I find that 
Mr. Ponton has sought to hoodwink your read- 
ers by laying his own sin upon the shoulders of 
these Directors, I withdraw the charge as 
against them and state that Mr. W. N. Ponton 
and J. Lyons Biggar, both gentlemen of inde 
pendent means, for the purpose of making a few 
dollars, which in the practice of their profession 
has been denied them, have engaged Mr, Ragan 
to deliver his lecture here on St, Patrick's Day. 
It was not for the benefit of the Directors of the 
Opera House Co, that Mr. Ragan was engaged ; 
it was not toenable the ‘Irishmen and Irish- 
women” of Belleville, to whom Mr, Ponton so 
eloquently refers, to renew old associations with 
their mother land ; it was not that St. Patrick's 
Day should be fittingly celebrated; it was simply 
done to take advantage of a national anniver- 
sary and defraud a charitable and well-known 
National Society out of money with which on 
similar occasions in the past the people of Belle.

Forestry. 


Sin,—Perhaps you will allow me the use 
of your widely circulated journal on a topic 
not uninteresting to many who view with 
cencern the too complete disforesting of 
older settled Ontario. 

At present, according to mnech corres- 
pondence I receive on the subject, very 
many of our farins have no forest left ; 
while a great number have but few acres. 
In many neighborhoods the average is not 
more than ten acres of bush to the hun- 
dred, and while of course other sections 
liave much more, the axe is ever at work, 
and the small average first mentioned will 
probably soon be that of a very large por 
tion of our country indeed, One farmer is 
apt to think his bush will last his time, 
another thinks he will clear his and buy 
wood of his neighbor, a third that he will 
chop down his and use coal. Very many 
ahnit that it is a prty the woods are going 
so fast, but think that unless some general 
éffort were being made to preserve them 
their own individual assistance can effect 
little, so that they themselves might as 
well chop down nearly their last ten acres 
which is in wood and inight grow wheat. 

A letter writer in your coluinns lately 
was kind enough to desire an article on 
political economy from my ‘ready and 
facile pen,” instead of a long dissertation 
on trees, which he thought of lesser con-

more of theme Let me here take this op- 
portunity of thanking my correspondents 
for the interest and trouble they take. 
There are notes of warning in these let- 
ters it might be well to re-echo. Some 
farmers who, out of wood, are using coal, 
find the annual bill greater and the com- 
fort less than they anticipated, Some com- 
plain that over-clearing now exposes them 
to wintry tempests, severe to cattle and 
*| consumptive of fodder,blowing the snowy 
covering of the winter wheat from the cen- 
tre to the sides of the field, freezing out 
some portions of the crop and drowning 
others, rendering all human life less com- 
fortable, and that of the dvift-impeded tra- 
veller peculiarly so. Many, too, state that 
in consequence of the same operation the 
living springs on the farms—once their 
uveatest comfort and satisfaction—are fast 
drying up. 

The Oirtar io Tree-planting Act of last 
session is being adopted in many sections, 
and the resultant lines of trees will do much 
to provide wind-breaks, but they will not 
provide timber, The roadside wind-break 
rrows well, indeed—densely branching of 
head, and excellent of shade—but the for- 
estis the genial birth-place of the forest 
tree, which, drawn upwards by the forcing 
process of its own attempt to reach the 
light above the high, over-shadowing foli- 
age, rises rapidly tall, straight, and almost 
branchless, till you will often see healthy 
and beautiful young trees sixty or seventy 
feet in height, while but five or six inches 
through at the ground, These tall columns, 
then, in a few years enlarge into your barn- 
timber, your cord-wood, your rail- cuts, your 
anything that the forest will give you. But 
the tree of the roadside would never have 
done this. 

There are yet small patches of timber 
dotted over the whole of Ontaria,and every 
one of these, or a portion of them, would 
form an excellent nursery for forest re- 
production. It is but a small matter, 
but, if it could be done, to induce farmers 
to fence in and utterly exclude cattle from 
a portion of their woodlands, and a young 
growth will presently cover the soul, T 
every leaflet be now bitten to the ground, 
in four years you will haye a minature for- 
eat, perhaps a couple of yards in height 
little basswoods with trunks of red and 
olive, small beeches, white and blue, black 
ashes, now beautiful stoms of yellow-grey,

find many farmers, instead of 

destroying their last patch. 
of affairs it is probable that legislative aid 
could do much. It is indeed the farmer's 
own interest to preserve a portion of the 
forest, but he is apt to think that the prin 

cipal benefits to be obtained can only be 
secured by the co-operation of many in 

dividuals—a co-operation which logislation, 
eyen if only permissive, would give him. 

Let us think of the manner in which this 
might bo secured, A suggestion has been 
mace that a Government enactment might 
permit any farmer to say to the assessor, 
*L intend to fence and keep cattle from this 
piece of bush, five, ten, fifteen acres or 20, 
as he might choose.’ Let it be, then, the 
duty of the Assessor to look at this portion 
every year, As long as it is proporly fenced 
and cattle excluded let that portion be free 
of taxes; but if the farmer chooses to cease 
preserving it, or to chop it down, let it be 
understood that he is to pay the back taxes 
Which were remitted to him, As years 
passed on each’ owner of sucha portion 
would find himself bound, under penalty of 
considerable sum, to preserve this portion 
properly, and yet he could by no means 
grumble, for he would have actually received 
the money. He would in fact have accept- 
ed a certain amount on condition -that he 
should do himself good with it. 

This would,of course, slightly reduce the 
aniount of assessable property in each town- 
ship, but nobody would at this day, object; 
in fact everyone who understands the mat- 
ter would be well pleased if the Govern- 
ment had reserved some timber land if 
each township for this very purpose, which 
reserved land would not have been assess- 
able. Then, in the never and better for- 
ested sections, the assessment on wild land 
is light ; while in the older countries, near- 
ly, at the end of their timber (for how they 
could replace their barns, many people 
write to me,they do not know), the benefits 
resulting would almostimmediately be very 
great. We should shortly have on every 
farm, a reservation closely resembling the 
original forest,retentive of moisture, prolific 
of timber, and of creat climatic benefit to 
the country at large. 

These reservations would answer an- 
other purpose, which would please many 
who remember former Ontario, who like 
life in a landscape, and do not care to see 
the country becoming destitute of vcyoery 
untamed thing. Game, and many birds 
beneficial to the farmer would live there, 
a thitg which, in the absence of under- 
growth, but few of them can do, 

I would be much obliged if any persons 
throughout the country would write me 
their views concerning the suggestion, or 
any changes they think might profitably 
be made in it, and 1 would be much grati- 
fied to see the subject discussed at the 
various County Councils, as I intend 
shortly to take the liberty of asking the 
various county authorities their opinion in 
the matter. *

Here is where farmers have a great ad- 
vantage— greater than they are generally 
aware of, Instead of availing themselves 
of it, what do we see? Comparatiyely little 
clay soil can bo found that is not more or 
less hard in a dry time, and less productive 
than it ought to be, Even where manure 
has been usod, tho manure, owing to the 
unfavorable mechanical condition, doos not 
afford the same benefit that a mellow soil 
admits of, though it will aid somewhat in 
improving the texture, ‘Lhen there is the 
dolay of putting tlie erop out in the sprig, 
owing to the wet condition of the land, the 
water withdrawing slowly, avd The further 
danger of rain extending the delay, some- 
times till too late, the soil becoming more 
and more packed as the time is extended, 
To plough it will not do, 

Right here is where the greatest danger 
comes in, and where clay soil receives its 
yroatost hurt. It is usually wet, especially 
early in the spring. Even if comparatively 
dry on the surface, when turned upat will 
show mud, or an approach to it, which in 
drying becomes baked and hard, and no 
amount of rain during the season can reduce 
it to nellowness. It may be broken by in- 
ploments into smaller luiups, but the harsh- 
ness, the briek-like quality, remains, The 
frost of ono winter only partiatyoorrects if.” 
It will take years before it can be brought 
toa fine mellow condition, requiring the 
action of the elements in connection with 
the use of implements and barnyard ma- 
nure. Instead of this the spring ploughing 
is sometimes repeated, making bad worse. 
When thus reduced it is seeded down, with 
the chances against a good catch, Not un- 
frequently Tt turns out that tle seed has 
been lost, and the land has to undergo ano- 
ther ploughing, with sometimes a second 
failure at seeding ; but oftener a poor cate :

Keport of Prof, Brown on the 
Experimental Silos at Che 
College, 


Conduct of 
Agricullural 


Prof. Brown's recent experiment at 


the Ontario Experimental Farm, in pre 
sorving Various groon fodders by means of 
vortable or pormanont silos, aro interest. 


ing, valuablo, and carefully conducted and 
will be studied with interest by shippers 
and breeders of cattle In portable silos 
threo experiments were made with ordin- 
ary air-tight barrels, two of which had 
ajuare boxes fitted inside so -as to secure 
more Uniform packing thatt is possible in a 
simple barrel. These barrels were packed 
with green, succulont pasture fodder. A 
large tun was used for the fourth experi- 
monb, and filled. with the green grasses and 
with green oat fodder. After  cighty-nix 
days’ onclosure the tun was opened “and 
the grass fodder found to juicy and 
sound in fibre, though it had a strong, sour 
taste smell, The grass in the small 
barrels was found to be similiar, The green 
oat fodder preserved in the tun was, how-

evor, ‘‘sound, sweet, andas palatable as 
that from the permanent silo.” The per- 
manent silo, the walls of which had been 


mide smooth, was filled with 28 tons of 
groon oat fodder, packed, and covered with 
boards of earth. After 89 days,or on Dee. 
Slat, it was opened, and the ensilage was 
found to be, to quote Prof. Brown, ‘Sone 
body of sweet, well-colored oat-stalks, leayos, 
and heads."” Generally the material ‘' has 
a brown but not dark tinge, very slightly 
spoiled by fermentation or other form of 
decay, and when taken out ac tually smells 
sweet and tastes slightly salty,” but ac 

quires a smell and taste on exposure. In 
addition to the successful issue of these ex- 
periments with tho silo, Mr. Brown secur- 
ed by carefully conducted thermonieter 
tests the daily variations “and degrees of 
heat prevailing in various parts of the silo 
during the fermentation in progress. Tho 
avorage of the whole mass after the first 
week vas 68°, and of the central parts 87°. 
That this heat continued for three months 
did not destroy the fodder will no doubt 
be interesting to those who know how heat 
and moisture combined very quickly ruin 
grasses and grains on the open field.

YOUR PEDIGREE. 


"Whose son art thou, thou young man?”’—Sam- 
wel 17, 58, 

Nover was there a more fequal fight. than 
that between David and Goliath. David. five 
feet high; Goliath ten, David a shepherd boy, 
brought up amid rural scenes; Goliath a war 
tior by profession. Goliath a mountain of brag- 
gadocw ; David a marvel of humility. Goliath 
armed with an iron spear; David armed with a 
dling with sumeocth stones from the brook. But 
you are not to despise these lattor Weapons, 
There wis a rogimont of slingers in the Assyrian 
army and aregunent of slingers in the Egyptian 
army, and they made ternble oxecution, and 
they could cast stone with as much necuracy 
and forte as now can be hurled shot or shell. 
The Greeks in theirwarmy had plingers who 
would throw leaden pluuunets insertbed with 
the irritating words; ‘Take this!" So it was 
a mighty Weapon David employed in that fam- 
cus combat. A Jewish rabbi says that the pro- 
bability is that Goliath» was in« such contempt 
for David that in a paroxysin of Taughter he 
threw his head back and his helmet fell off and 
David saw the uncovered forehead and his op 
portunity had comesandetaking thie sling sand 
swinging it around his liead tivo or®three time , 
and aiming itat that uncovered forehead crash- 
ed it imlikeaneggahell. ‘Thé battle over, be 
hold the tableau ; King Saul sitting, little David 
standing, his fingers clutched into the hair of 
decapitated Goliath, Ag Saul sees David stand 
ing there holding in his hand the ghastly, reek- 
ing staring trophy, evidence of the complete 
Victory over God's enemies, the King wonders 
what parentage was honored by such heroism, 
and in my text he asks David. his pedigreo, 
“© Whose son art thou, thou youngiman?” The 
King Saw what you and I seo that this question 
of heredity is a mighty question. The longer 1 
livé the more T believe in blood—good blood, 
bad blood, proud blood, humble blood, honest 
blood, theving blood, heroic blood, cowardly 
blood. The tendency may skip a generation or 
two, but it is sure to cone out.as in 4 littl child 
you dometimes see a siumlasity fo agreat grand. 
father whioxe picture hangs on the wall. That 
the physical aud mental and moral qualities are 
inheritable is patent to any one who keeps his 
eyes open. The similarity is so striking some- 
times as to be amusing. Great families, regal or 
literary, are apt to have the characteristics all 
down through the generation, and what is more 
perceptible in such families nay be seen on a 
smaller scale in all families. A thousand 
years haveno power, to obliterate. the differ. 
ence, The large lip of the Houye of Austria 
is soon in all the fenerationx and iv called tho 
Hapsburgh lip. The House of Stuart always 
yneans in all generations cruelty and bigotry 


and sensuality: Witness Queen*of “Scots. 
Witness Charles I. and Charles II. Witness 
James I. and James IT, and all the other 


scoundrels of that imperial line. — Scottish 
blood means persistence, English blood means 
reverence for the ancient, Welsh blood means 
religiosity, Danish blood means fondness for 
the sea, Indian blood means roaming disposi- 
tion, Celtic blood means fervidity, Roman blood 
means conquest, The Jewish facility for qcou 
mulation you may trace clear back to Abraham, 
of whom the Bible says “he was rich in silver 
antl gold and gold and cattle, ! and to Ibane and 
Jacob, who had the same characteristics, Some 
families are characterized by longevity,and they 
have a tenacity of life positively Mathusalaish, 
Others are characterized by Goliathian stature, 
and you can see it for one generation, two gene 
rations, fivé gétierations, in all the venupations.

Literature runs on in the line of 
the Trollopes. Philanthropy runs on in the line 
of the Wilberforces.

Medici, grandfathor, son, and Catherine, all re 
markable for Keou intellect, The celebrated 
fainily of Gustavus Adolphas, all warriors, This 
law of herwdity axsorta itself without reference 
to social or political condition, for you sometimes 
find the ignoble in high place and the honorable 
in obscure place, 
toll gathorer; adescendant of Edward 
doorkeoper ; a descfndant of the Duke of North 
umberland a trunk maker, Some of the night 
ieat favnilion of England are extinet, while some 
of those most honored in the peerage go back to

striick Goliath, in the head ; bat where Nathan 
struck David, in the heart. " Whose son art 
thou, thou young man?" 

There has been something m these recent holi 
days to bring up the old folks” I think many 
of our NaAy have been set to the tune of Old 
Lang Syne, The old folks were so busy at such 
times in making us happy, atid perhaps on less 
resource made their sons and daughters happier 
than you on larger resources are able to make 
your sons and daughters happy. The «now lay 
two feet above their graves, but they shook off 
the white blankets and mingled in the holiday 
festivities —the same wrinkles, the same stoop 
of shoulder under the weight, of age, the same 
old style of dress or coat, the same muile, the 
same tones of L hope you remember 
them before they went away, If not, [hope 
there are those who haye recited to you what 
they were, and-that there may be in your house 
some artiale of dress or furniture with whieh 
youassociate their memorioa, I want,to arouse 
the most sacred memories of your heart while I 
make the impassioned interrogatory in regard 
to your pedigree: ‘ Whose son art thou, thou 
young man?" 

First, T aceost all thos@ who aré descended of 
a Christian ancestry, I do not ask if your 
parents were porfect. There are no perfect

people now, and Ido not suppose there were 
any perfect people then. — Perhaps there was 
sometimes too mich blood in thar eye when 


they chastised you. But from what I. know of 
you, you got uo more than you deserved, and 
perhaps a little more chastisement would haye 
wen salutary, But you are willing te. detknow 
ledge, I think, that they wanted to do right, 
From what you overheard in convenation. and 
from what you saw at tho family altar and at 
nolghboring olisequies, yau know that they had 
invited God into their heart and lify. ‘There 
was something that sustained those old people 
supernaturally, . You have no doubt about 
their destiny. You expect if you ever get to 
heaven to meet them as you expect to mect the 
Lord Jesus Christ, That early association has 
been a charm for you. There was a time when 
you got right up from a house of iniquity and 


walked out into the fresh air because you 
thought yoor mother was looking at you. You 


have never beon very happy in vin because of a 
sweet old face that would present itself, Trem- 
ulous yoices froin the past necost you until they 
aro seemingly audible, and you look around to 
seo Who spoke. There Was an estate not men: 
tioned in the last Willand Testament, a vast 
estate of prayer and holy example and Christ 

ian entreaty and glorious. memory, The sure 
vivors of the family trathor@beo hear the Will 
read, and this was to be kept ald that was to 
he sold and it was ‘share aud share alike.” 
But there was an unwritten will) which read 
something like this: "In the name of God, 
amen, 1 being of sound mind bequeath to my 
children all my prayers for their salvation ; [ 
hequeath to them all the resulta of a lifetimio’s 
toil ; I bequeath to them tho Christian religion 
which has been somuch comfort tome, and I 
hope may be solace for them ; I bequeath to 
them a hope of remmion when the partings of 
life are over, ‘share and share alike,” may they 
inherit eternal riches. “T bequeath to them the 
wish that they may avoid my errors and copy 
anything that may have been worthy. In the 
name of the God who made me, and the Christ 
who redeemed me, and the Holy Ghost who 
sanctifies mie) Lmake thiy my lst will and 
testament.’ Witness all you hosts of heaven. 
Witness time, witness eternity, Signed, sealed 
and delivered in this our dying hour, Father 
and Mother," You did not get that will proved 
at the Surrogate’s office, but L take it out to-day 
nj T read it te you, I take it out of the alooves 
of your heart, I shake the dust offof it, I ask 
you if you will accept that inheritance, or will 
you break the will? O! ye of Christian ances- 
try : You. havea responsibility vast beyond all 
measurement. God will not let you off with 
ust being as good as ordinary people when you 
ad. such extraordinary advantage. Onght nat 
a flower planted ina hot hayse he moye thrifty 
thay atlowep plantel Gutsida in’ the storm? 
Ought not a factory turned by tho Hbinntonia 
do" more work fhan n factory turned 

a thin and shallow mniountain stream ? 
Ought not you of | great carly oppor 
tunity be better than those who had ao 
cradle unblessed? A father sets his. son up 


in business. He keeps an account of all the 
expenditures, So much for store fixtures, 
»o much for rent, 80 much for this, soamuoh for 


that, and all the items aggregated, and the fath- 
er expects the son i give an acoount. Your 


Heavenly Father charges agaist you all the | 


advantage of a pious ancektory—s80 many pray: 
ors, 80 nuch Christian example, so many kind 
entreaties—all these gracious influences, one tre- 
mendous aggregate, und Heasks you for an ac 
count of it. Ought you not to be better than 
those who had no such advantage? Better have 
been a foundling picked up off the city commons 
than with such magnificent inheritance of con 
secration to turn out indifferently. Ought not 
you, my brother, to be better, having had Chris- 
tian nurture, than that man who can truly say 
thiagnoring : ‘’The first word Iremomber my 
father speaking to me was an oath; the first time 
[ remember toy father taking hold of me (was in 
Wrath ; T never saw a Bible until I was 10 vears 
of age and then T Was told it’ was a pack of lies. 
Tho first twenty years of my life T was associat 
ed with the vicious. Tseemed to be walled in 
by sin anddeath:” — Now, any brother, onght-you 
not—I leayedt ba a matter of fiirnoss with You 
ought you not to be butler than'those who had 
no carly Oliristian influence? Standing as you 
do between the gene ration that is past and the 
soneration, thittis to come, are you going to pass 
the blessing on, or are you going to have your 
life the gulf in which that tide of blessing shall 
drop out of sight forever? You are the trustee 
of picty in that ancestral line, and are you gaing 
to augment or squanley that polpuin triist find :

If the 
family frailty bo avarice, coltivate unselfishness 
and charity, and. teach your children never to 
eat an apple without offering somebody else 
half of it, Is the family frailty combativeness, 
keep out of the company, of quick tempored 
people, and never answer an impertinent ques 
tion untilyou havecounted a hundred both ways, 
and after you have written an angry letter keep 
it a. week befora you send it, and then burn it 
up. 
ie cultivate backbone, read the biography of 
brave nien like Joshua or Paw, and seo if) you 
cannot get a little iron in your blood, Find out 
What the family frailty is and set body, mind 
and soul in battloaray, Conquer you will. I 
think the genealogical table was putin the first 
chapter of the New Testament not only to show 
our Lord’s pedigree, but to show that a man 
may rise up in au ancestral Jiné and beat back 
successfully all the. influences of bad herdity.

said Board of Directors) to pay calls made 
against them, whila persisting in enforcing the 
County to pay the calls on said stock promptly, 
at the same tine being in arrears forseVeral calls 


atook, viz. as I did not consider 


on suid stock against themselves. 

The aboye are the «principal reasons which 
have always been given by me, for casting my 
vote in favor of selling the said fifty thousand 
dollar of G. J, Railway stock, upon which as 
above stated at the time there remained a bal- 
ance of thirty-five thousand dollars to pay ; and 
in those reasons I was supported by every mem- 
ber of the County Councilat the time. For I 
find in the minutes ofthe County Council for 
that yoar,viz, 1873,the report giving authority to 
the Warden to dispose of the stock as he thought 
best in the interest of the County, was adopted 
without a dissenting voice. in a Council of 
twenty-six members, one of whom was A. A. 
Farley, Esq., son of Mr, J, J, Farloy. Accord- 
ing to Mr, Farley's version of what ‘nature, 
kind nature” has done for me, there were twen- 
ty-six of us who must have been blessed with 
“more beard than brains,” at the time said re- 
port was adopted. 

Again Mr. Farley says Seven Directors can 
out vote #ix every time, but Mr, Farley forgets 
that some of the sevon Directors were mon re- 
presenting the north of the County and were 
much more interested in obtaining a railivay, 
which would benefit them very largely, while it 
would benefit the southern part of the Company 
very little if any, and would have been quite as 
likely or more so to vote with the six Directors 
repreeenting the Railway Company so long as 
the road were more likely to be built than solely 
in the interests of the Company. 

The City of Belleville gave one hundred and 
fifty thousand dollars in all to the same Railway 
and were to have certain rights in return. Where 
are their rights to-day? The town of Brockville 
years.ago gave large sums of inoney to a Railway 
leading back into the country and were also to 
have certain rights, Where are their rights to- 
day? Again could tho Company have made the 
G.J, Railway pay against the competition of the 
Midland and Grand Trank Railways? I say no. 
The G, J. Railway in the hands of the Company 
would have been a burden to the ratepayers of 
the County and instead of boing in a position 
to divideup tle money “just as we pleased” as 

stated by Mr. Farley, it would have beon levy- 
ing an extra rate on tho dollar for money we 
would have to pay whether we pleased or not. 

Again Mr, Farley says: ‘'The Council sold

Inainy reply to his formor letter I did 
not notice his allegation of contamination from 
the Cometory, as I consider it a mere senti- 
mental and sensational piece of rhetoric.

I 
trust that our meetings may be characterised by 
mutual forbearance, and that harmony and good 
will may prevail; that it may be our chief aim 
to promote the interests of our city generally, 
and to expend the moneys committed to our care 
judicfouale and economically. Our financial 
condition la not #0 flourishing that we ean afford 
to be lavish in our expenditure, Only the utinost 
care Will enable us to tide over present difficul- 
ties, and place the finances on a nvlid basis, 

It will greatly facilitate the despatch of busi- 
ness if the rules of order be more strictly adhered 
to. Less time will be lost in desultory disous- 
sion, and less energy wasted on matters of no 
moment, 

One matter of importance, bequeathed to this 
Council by that of 1883,is the application which 
has beon mide to the Ontario Government in 
connection with the bonuses given by the City 
to the Grand Junction Railway Company. As 
our Provincial Assembly meets this week, im- 
mediate action will be necessary. It may be 
well for the Council, at this session, to appoint 
& committee, empowering it to take Kuch steps 
as shall bo deemod best to xecuro tho. relief 
which we seek. Iam glad to inform you that a 
valuable document has been brought to light 
which willgreatly strengthen our claim—a docu- 
ment which, had it been discovered earlier, 
would have materially improved our position in 
railway matters, 

The assessinent will also require your early 
attention ; and the necessity of a radical change 
is obvious to overy one conversant with our 
present system, We require a fuller, better 
equalized and more correct assessment than wo 
have hitherto had. One assessor, held respon- 
sible for his own work, who would become per- 
manent if his duties were faithfully and satis- 
factorily discharged, might be tried with 
advantage, Other cities hayo adopted thi« 
course and are satisfied with the result, 

Tn all probability the question of improved 
Ferry accommodation will force itself upon your 
notice during the year. Sinco the competition 
between the two ferries ceased two years ago, 
the trade with Prince Edward has steadily and 
materially decreased, This is owing in & great 
measure to the continued higli rates charged for 
ferriage, and to the danger to horses from land- 
ing in such close proximity to the Grand Juno- 
ction Railway terminus, It will be for you to 
consider what means may be adopted in order to 
séctire lower rates, with greater accommodation, 
and ‘a better place’for landing upon this side of 
the water. Every facility and encouragement 
should be given to the people of Prince Edward 
to bring their vehicles across the bay, and to 
make Belleville their regular market. While 
we are apxious for the establishment of indus- 
tries in our city, we should not neglect so fruitful 
a source of profit lying at our very doors. 

Since 1878, when our fair town assumed the 
es poual ules of a city, the Srp horteat question 
of Water Works has agitated the minds of our 
citizens, and has been more or Jess discussed by 
successive Councils, So far there hay been no! 
Precise result. The Council of 1884 will make 
or itself a name in our history should it bring to 
a successful issue this problem which has so puz- 
zled our municipal rulers.

What the Diver Sces. 


The first sensation in descending under 
water in a suit of armor is the sudden burst- 
ing roar in the ears, caused by the air 
driven into the helmet from the alr-puinp. 
The flexible air hose has to be strong en- 
nough to bear a pressure of twenty-five to 
fifty pounds to the square inch. The 
drum of the ear yields to the strong. ex- 
ternal pressure, the mouth opens involun- 
tasily, the air rushes into the tube and 
the drum,which strikes back to its nominal 
state with a sharp, pistol-like crack. Peer- 
ing through the goggle eyes of glass in his 
helmet, the diver sees tho strange beauties 
about hin clearly, and in their cali splen- 
dor. Above him isa pure golden canopy, 
while around him and beside him are tints 
and shimmering hues,’ including all colors, 
which are indesoribably elegant.

The Weather. 


Last Year Remarkable for Cold and Clond- 
iness, 


The Toronto Observatory Record for 
1833 shows that the year was one of the 
coldest in a record of over forty years. The 
mean was 41°.05, or 2°.42 below the aver- 
age, which is 44°.27. Every month up till 
November was colder than usual,excepting 
June, which, however, was not a quarter 
of a degree above its normal heat, The 
last two mortths of the year wero both 
warmer than usual, but January was as 
much as 5°,6, and March 7°.77 colder, than 
their respective averages. The summer 
was short, cold and wet. July averaged 
65°,67, or only a few degrees higher thana 
London, Eng., July; January, the coldest 
month averaged 177.46. The highest tem- 
perature was only 83',4 in the shade, or 
nearly 8 degrees below what it usually _ is. 
The lowest temperature was 104° below 
zero. The summer and winter were both 
among the coldest Toronto has known. 
The rainfall was 25.734 inches, or 2} less 
than the average. The snowfall was 84 
inches,or nearly 15 inches more than usual 
but as it takes ten inches of snow to make 
one of rain the year had a little less pre- 
cipitation than the average, But for all 
that there were only 181 days on which no 
rain or snow whatever fell,or considerably 
fewer than usual. The cloudiness,too, was 
greater than in any year for a long time, 
There were 32 thunderstorms and only 2,- 
038.8 hours of sunshine.

toan error on his part. It now appears, 
however, that these rejoicings were proma- 
ture and without foundation, for it proves 
to have been aGrit legal luminary who gave 
the erroneous opinion referredto, SirJohn 
explained this very clearly, and greatly to 
the confusion of Mr. Blake, in reply to the 
speech of the leader of the Opposition on 
the address. Sir John said: 


“He (Mr. Blake) says the Government of 
which I ama member took up the question of 
escheats, Sir, from 1867 to IS7S, when hoe went 
out, the Government took not one single step in 
regard to cscheats, It never expressed an opin- 
ion in regard to them. I challenge any man to 
state that anywhere from 1867 wotil now he ever 
heard me express an opinion whether tho cscheats 
gotothe Provincial Government or to tho Do 
minion. a a ~ . 
But, Mr. Speaker, Igo further, While 
opinion was given by ine as Minister of Justice, 
which I was from 1867 to 1873, strange to say, 
the whole question arose on a decision of Mr, 
Mackenzie's Government. A case arose, and the 
opinion given by Mr. Fournier, as Minister of 
Justice iu Mr. Mackenzie's Adiwinistration de- 
clared that the escheats belonged to the Dominu- 
ion. (Laughter and applause,)” 


The Mail informs us that the 
alluded to was given by Mr. Fournier on 
November 18, 1874,and declared that there 
were no “grounds upon which the Legis- 
“lature of a Province can assume a right 
**to legislate as to the prerogative right of 
** escheat unless it be claimed under (a) sec. 
** 91, Bub-sec. 13, ‘ property and civilrights 
“in the Province,’ or (b) sec. 109, which 
** provides that ‘all lands belonging to the 
*** several Provinces of Canada at the date 
“of the union are to belong to the several 
provinces of Ontario % 
*** which the same is situate."”’

Summary of the Measure Sub- 
mitted to Parliament, 


PROPOSED QUALIFICATIONS FOR VOTERS. 


Voting Powers to be Ibxtended to We. 
malons, 


Tho following ia a condensation of the 
Franchise bill laid on the table of Parlia- 
mont, Tt is substantially the samp as that 
submitted to the Committee of the Whole 
last session and subsequently withdrawn ; 

*‘Ownor,’ when relating to a male person, 
of real property situated in the Province of 
Quebec, shall mean ‘ proprictor' in his own 
right, or in that of lis wife, of real proper- 
ty in free and common soccaye, When the 
word *owner’ relates to the ownership of a 
female person unmarried, or a widow pos- 
sessing property in the Province of Quebve 
ib sinall mean * proprictor' of real property 
in free and common soccage in the Province 
of Quebec, and in said province when one 
person has the mere right of property or 
logal estate in any real property, and some 
other porson has the usufractuary enjoyment 
for his or her use,the former shall not have 
the right of being registered as a voter, o1 
of voting under this Act in respect of such 
property, but in such case the latter shall 

gtlone have this right. 

*Owner,’ when it relates to the owner- 
ship of real property situated elsowhvre in 
Canada than in the Province of Quebec,

“Oecupant” shall mean a person in 
actual occupation of real property, other 
than as ‘* owner,” tenant,” or ‘ usufruc- 
tuary.” 

© Farm” shall mean land actually oceupi- 
ed by the owner thereof, and not less in 
quantity than twenty acres.

QUALIFICATIONS OF VOTERS IN CITIES AND 


TOWNS. 
“Every person shall, upon and after 
November Ist, 1834, be entitled to be 


registered on the list of voters in any elec- 
toral district or portion thereof, if such 
person is twenty-one years of age Or over, 
and is not disqualified by any law of the 
Dominion ; is a British subject by birth or 
natuyalization ; is the owner of real proper- 
ty in such city or townof the actual value 
of $300; isthe tenant of real property 
within any city or town,at a monthly rent- 
al of at least two dollars, or at a quarteriy 
rental of at least six dollars, or at a half 
yearly rental of at least twelve dollars, or 
at an annual vental of at least twenty dol- 
lars, whohas been in possession as tenant 
for at least one year before November Ist, 
1884, orany subsequent year, provided 
that the year’s rent so required to be paid 
shall be the year's rent up to the last year- 
ly, half-yearly, guartorly, or moutlily day 
of payment as the case nay be, which shall 
have occurred next before the Ist Novem- 
ber in each of the said years respectively ; 
and provided, also, that a change of tenan- 
ey during the year next before the Ist No- 
vember in each’ year .shall not. deprive the 
tenantof the right to vote in respect of such 
real property ; is the bona fide occupant of

THOSE WILO ARE DISQUALIFIED. 


The following persons shall be disqualifi 
ed and incompetent to vote at any election 
to which the Act applies :—the chief 
justice and judges of the Supreme Court of 
Canada, and the chief justices and judges 
of the Superior Courts in the provinces of 
Canada, andthe judges of all the courts in 
the said prayinces, whether such courts are 
now in existence or are hereafter erected, 
and police, stipendary magistrates and 
recorders, Revising otlicers, returning of- 
ficers, and election clerks (who are dis- 
qualified only as far as the election for the 
electoral district in which they hold such 
oftices or positions is concerned), and any 
person wlio at any time, either during or 
before the election, is or has been employed 
at the same election or in reference thereto 
for the purpose of forwarding the same by 
any candidate or by any person whomso- 
ever in any capacity whatsoever, and who 
has received or expects to receive either 
before, during, or after the said election 
from any candidate or from any person 
whomsoover in any such capacity as afore- 
said, except only the returning officer, in 
the case of equality of votes between the 
candidates where the addition of a vote 
would entitle any of such candidates to be 
declared elected. All married women whose 
husbands are living will also be disqualified 
and incompetent to vote. 

The Governor-General-in Council shall, 
within three months after the coming into 
force of this Act,and from time to time 
thereafter, when the office is vacant, ap- 
point a proper person to be called “The 
Revising Officer,” for each of the electoral 
districts of Canada, who shall hold office 
during good behayior, but who shall be re- 
movable on an address by the House of 
Commons, and whose duties shall be to 
prepare, revise and complete the lists of 
persons entitled to vote under the provis- 
1ons of this Act in such electoral districts, 
and each of said ofticers shall, before en- 
tering upon said duties, 
ottice before any judge of a Superior Court 
or Court of Record, which he shall forth- 
with thereafter caused to be filed with the 
clerk of the Crown in Chancery at Ottawa. 

The rest of the Act does not contain any 
clauses of special or immediate importance 


of the cuties of the revising officer in pre- 
paring the first list of voters, thie publica- 
tion of the list, the powers of the revising 
officer for revisions, circumstances under 
which appeals may be made from his de- 
cisions, ete., etc.

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THE CUSTUMS DEPARTMENT 


UNDER MR. BOWELL'S MANAGEMENT, 


Wo had intended to make some remarks 
as to the managemont of the Customs De- 
partment undor the present Minister and 
under Mr. Mackonzio’s profossedly economl- 
cal Administration, but the following ex 
cellent article from tho Montreal (Gazette so 
fully covers the ground that we give it in 
preference to any remarks of our own ; 

An admirable example of the care and 
economy with which the Government 15 
administered isafforded by the Custom 
Department. Since 1878 the work deyolvs 
ing on this branch of tho service has nec- 
essarily largely augmented. The receipts 
have increased from $12,782,824 five yoars 
ago to $23,009,582 in 1883, by far the larg- 
er proportion of this remarkable increment 
being due to new business, rather than to 
the higher duties prevailing. Thus in 1878 
the total value of goods entered for con- 
sumption was $91,199,677, while in 1883 it 
reached 128,187,019. The steady and 
rapid expansion of the business of the De 
partment exhibited in these figures, tho 
progressive increase of salaries of many of 
the officials which statutory enactments 
provide, the greater extent of country to be 
served, the new avenues of trade, involving 
new offices, that have been opened, would 
readily justify a very considerable increase 
in the expenditure of the Departinent with- 
out challenge of the economy of manage- 
ment practiced. And yet the total in- 
crease in the cost of the collection of the 
revenue since 1878 has been only $42,718 
or from $714,527 to $757,245. A tabulated 
statement of these figures gives this result, 
comparing 1883 with 1878 :—

When we come to analyze, however, the 
cause of the increased expenditure for the 
cellection of the Customs revenue, the re- 
markable carefulness of the administration 
of Hon. Mr. Bowell becoines 
apparent. In the five older provinces, for 
example, the number of ports and outports 
and the expenses thereat, in the two periods 
were as follows :

In these provinces, notwithstanding an 
enormous increase of business and an ox- 
pansion of the revenue collections of more 
than nine million dollars, notwithstanding 

an increase” of nineteen in the number of 
offices, the Minister has offected an econo- 

my of $10,000 in the expenditure without 

inthe slightest degree impairing the effi 

ciency of the service. There are two infer- 
ences to be drawn from this result: one, 
that Mr, Bowell has applied himself with 
remarkable skill and aasiduity to the ad 

ininistration of his department ; the other, 
that his predecessor in the Liberal Govern. 
ment managed the Customs, as his col- 
leagues did the other departments, with an 
eye to the. welfare of his political friends 
rather than that of the people. 

It has been stated that between 1878 and 
1883 the cost of collecting the custoins rov- 
enue increased only $42,700, or about 6 per 
cent. Of this amount $30,000 occurred in 
Manitoba, where two new offices have been 
established, and where the revenue has 
grown froin $224,379 in 1878, to $1,771,232 
in 1883, or cight-fold ; 24,121 occurred in 
the Northwest Territories, where four new 
offices have been established, and where the 
payment for services is by commission, and 
therefore regulated by the state of the rey- 
enue, which has advanced from $19,008 to 
268,166 in the past five years, and $12,526 
is on account of the board of experts and 
the outside detective service, two important 
and most useful branches of the service 
created by Mr. Bowell. So that taking the 
comparison upon the basis of the offices in 
existence in 1878 it will be seen that, in the 
face of an extraordinary increase of business 
the expenses of administration have been 
actually reduced by the present Minister 

One other necossary

The night passed without further inci 
dent and the next day, though it may have 
shown favorable signs to practiced eyes, 
soomed very much, to the public, like the 
day which had preceded it. There were 
fewer shops clos¢ «Lin the back streets; thero 
wore not so many parties of wandering apos 
tles of plunder going about to warn labor 
ors away from their work. But in tho 
principal avenues and in the public squares 
there were the same dense crowd of idlers, 
some listless and some excited, ready to 
believe the wildest rumors and to applaud 
the craziest oratory. Speakers were not 
lackinn ; besides the agitators of the town, 
several had come in from neighboring 
places, and they were. preaching, with fer 
vor and perspirations from. street corners 
and from barrel heat in the beer houses, 
the digyity of manhood and the overthrow 
of tyrants. 

Bott, who had quite distinguished hiin- 
sulf during the last few days, was not to 
be seen, Ho had passed the night in the 
station-house, and, on brief examination 
before a police-justico at an early hour of 
the morning, on complaint of Farnham 
and Temple, had been, together with the 
juan captured in Mrs. Belding’s drawing- 
room, bound over to stand his trial for 
house-breaking at the next term of court. 
Ho displayed the most abject terror before 
his*trial, and would have made a full con- 
fession of the whole affidr had Offitt not 
had the address to convey to him the assur- 
ance that, if he stood firm, the Brotherhood 
of Broad-wimiers would attend to his case 
and be responsible for lis safety. Relying 
upon this, he plucked up his spirits and 
bore himself with characteristic iinpudence 
in the presence of the police-justice, insist- 
ing upon being called Professor Bott, giving 
his profession as inspirational orator, his 
religion the divinity of humanity. When 
bound over for trial, he rose and gained a 
round of applause 
court 


from the idlorsin tho 
room by shouting, **J appeal from 
this outrage to the power of the people and 
the judgment of history.” 

This was his last recorded oration; for we 
may as well say at once that, a month later, 
he stood his trial without help from any 
Brotherhood, and passed away from public 
life, though not entirely from public em- 
ployment, as he is now usefully and unob- 
trusively engaged in making shoes in the 
State ponitentiary—and is said ‘to take 
serious views of life.’ 

The cases of Sleeny and the men who were 
taken in the street by Farnham’s policomen 
Were also clisposed of summarily through 
hisautervention. He could not help liking 
the fair-bearded carponter, although he had 
been caught in such bad company, and £0 
charged him merely with riotous conditctin 
the public streets, for which the penalty 
was' on light fine and a few daya’ detention. 
Slecny seemed conscious of his clemoney, 
but gave no look or expression of gratitude. 
He was too bitter at heart to feel gratitude, 
and too awkward to feigg it, 


About noon, apiece of news arrived 
Which produced a distinct impression of 
Uscouragoment among the striker It 


Was announced in the public square that 
railway blockade was broken in Clevalo, a 
city to the cast of Buffland about a lun- 
dred mik The hands had accepted the 
tors of the employers and had gone to 
work again. An orator tried to break the 
force of this announcement by depreciating 
the pluck of the Olevalo men, *Why,ven- 
tlemen ! he screamed, ‘a ten year-old boy 
in this town has got twice the sand of a 
Clevalo man. They just beg the bosses to 
kick ‘em. When they are’ fired out of a 
shop door, they sneak down the chimbley 
and whine to be took on again. We aint 
niade of that kind of stuff.’ 

But this haughty style of cloquence did 
not avail to inspirit the crowd, « specially 
as the orator was just then interrupted to 
allow another despatch to be read, which 
sud that the citizens of a town tothe south 
had risen in ass and taken the station 
there from the hands of the strikers. This 
news produced a feeling of isolation and 
(liscouragement which grew to positive 
panic, an hour later, on the report that a 
brigade of regular troops was on its way to 
Buifland to restore order. The 1 port was

The subject of Dr, Talmage's sermon was “A 
Tragedy Averted,” and hid text Wag taken from 
Genesis xxii., 7: ‘Behold tlie fire and the wood, 
but where is the lamb?” The following is a full 
report of the sermon : 


Here are Abrahain and Tsaac; the one a kind 
old, gracious, affectionate father; the other a 
brave, obedient, religious son.

We have no hesita- 
tion in saying that the people of Ontario 
will not consider it satisfactory, but will 
look upon this as one of many grave defects 
in tho atatute. Tho wholo tendency of 
iwodern legislation upon the subject, whe- 
ther as to Imperial, Dominion or Provin- 
clal elections, is to secure the real voice of 

the electorate without its being vitiated by 
corruption or undue influence, and to pre- 
vent the woalth of one candidate from giy- 
ing him an unfair advantage over a Jess 
fortunate competitor. The of a 
free railway ticket lon voter cortainly is 
obnoxious in both these respects. Whon the

Not haying seon the full text of 
the Act we cannot say whethor any spocial 
reference is mado to railways in this con, 
nection ; but railway directors there would 
no more think of committing tho dishonesty 
of using tho property of their sharcholders 
jn this manner for their private purposes 
than they would of appropriating the 
money of the shareholders. 
railway passes by directors may be legal, 
but as a matter of justice it is, inour viow, 
only adding to the offonee of unduly in- 
fluencing electors, that of appropriating to 
one’s own purpose property entrusted to 
one by others to be administered for thoix 
benefit.

The Algoma Election. 


Deputy Returning Officer Convicted of 
Refasing to Take Votes, 


Verdict of 81,000 Against Him. 


The caso of Walton y. Apjohn occupied 
the attention of Mr, Justice Cameron and 
a jury at the Oivil Assizes at Toronto on 
the 25th. This is a case arising out of the 
Algoma election. The defendant, J. F’. Ap- 
john, was Mr, Mowat’s Deputy Returning 
Officer at Rat Portage,und the plaintiff, Ro- 
bert F. Walton, alleges that defendant re- 
fused to accept the votes of six different 
electors who were legally entitled to the 
privilege of the franchise. The plaintiff 
sues for $1,200, the penalty being 8200 for 
each separate infringement of the law. One 
of the points in the defence was that Rat 
Portage is not within the Province of On- 
tario, and it looked at one time as though 
the whole question of the boundary was to 
be discussed. The defence, however, allow- 
ed their case to go to the jury without ex- 
ainining any witnesses in their favor. 

A verdict for $1,000 was given to the 
plaintiff, Another similar caso was laid

At Burleivh rapids, 10 miles from 
Young's Point, a canal will be constructed 
about 2} miles in length, passing the Bur- 
leigh, and Lovesick Rapids, and giving 
communication between Stony Lake and 
Deer Bay. The work, comprising the con- 
struction of three lift-locks and certain 
dams, has been placed under contract. 

At Buckhorn rapids, seven miles from 
Burleigh rapids, a canal about one-fourth 
of a mile long is to be constructed, having 
one lift-lock, The works have been placed 
unde? contract. Tho rock excavation is 
well advanced. 

At Fenelon Falls, 32 miles from Buck- 
horn Rapids, it will be necessary to con- 
struct a canal about one-third of a mile in 
length, connecting Sturgeon lake with 
Cameron lake.

The marshes and swamps 
crossed have all good solid bottoms,and the 
principal valleys through which the road 
would run,singularly enough,are hardwood 
levels, and in two instances, for a distance 
of eight miles, the grading can be made up 
from the side ditches, The timber of the 
best description abounds through-out the 
whole district, and dense forests of maple, 
blark birch, beech, and basswood extend 
from one end of the line to the other. Mr.

The Snow By-law ought cither to be 
enforced or repealed, as at present the 
sidewalks are in a worse condition than if 
there were no such enactment in existence. 
Were the By-law repealed, thero would be 
eomething liko uniformity of action—or 
jnaction—on the part of those whose duty 
it is, under the By-law, to keep the sido- 
walks clear. Somo of those concerned 
clean their sidewalks thoroughly, others 
do so partially, and others not at all; 
hence such a succession of dangerous hills 
and hollows as have to be encountered as, 
for example, on the north side of Bridge 

\Street, between Front and Pinnacle 
Streets, and on the west side of Church 
Street, between Bridge and Hotel Streets. 

It is the duty of the police to enforce 
the municipal By-laws, but they have 
failed todoeo up to the present timo, 
Perhaps this reference to the matter may 
have the desired effect. 

At the same time we would ask the 
Commissioners to see that the Snow By- 
law and the Dog By-law, which have of 
late been more honored in the breach 
than in the observance, are enforced.

Andthe national treasury is 
no longer threatened with bankruptcy by 
the railway. If Sir Charles Tupper's friends 
should ever seek for a sentence for an in- 
scription in his honor they will surely find 
in his railway policy allthey need. He 
found the Intercolonial an impending ruin; 
he has made it a national boon. He found 
the Pacific railway a wreck ; he has made 
it the wonder of this century, Posterity 
will recognize the truthfulness of these 
words, though partisans may now deny it.

Jn sone of these richly mounted dramas 
the mie © seomms choked with figures, furni- 
tyPep—alvessings, projecting seoties, and 
frames, with the result thatthe le: malinigs 
characters haye an undistinguished airand 
are confused with the back-ground., Words 
and speeches, like those of Shakespe “are,are 
delivered with infinitely more effect wile n 
the ataye is love incumbered, for there’ is 
less to distract the attention. Modern 
sconery 18 now constructed on the “ build- 
iIng-up”’ priiciple, ete, 

Great houses and othey buildings, streets, 
etc., are all constructed in thei actual 
fon, and drawn on the stage by numbers 
of men, and, scene te 0S for an act, 
there is Auflicie mt time to rear these edifi- 
ces, The * cloth” is but yr arely used, per- 
haps becausd If looks poor and ridic Wous 
in company witli so miich polid matter.
